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Critics call 
design for 
£3m Bug 
a monster 


CAMPAIGNERS desperate 
to save Dudley Hippodrome 
have branded its replace¬ 
ment as ‘monstrous’ and 
they have vowed to fight the 
£3 million Dudley Bug 
scheme. 

Dudley Zoo has unveiled 
designs for a new education 
and conference centre 
aiming to pay homage to the 
town’s prehistoric past. 

It has been designed to 
recreate the famous Dudley 
Bug fossil shape. But cam¬ 
paigners said the futuristic 
Trilobite Building would 
look out of place shadowed 
by the 11th century Dudley 
Castle. 

They threw back claims 
from officials that the Hip¬ 
podrome was an ‘eyesore’ 
and a ‘blight’ on Castle Hill 
by rounding on the architec¬ 
ture of the planned multi¬ 
million pound centre. 

Campaign chairman Geoff 
Fitzpatrick said he feared 
the building would become a 
‘white elephant’ for the 
town. “I think it looks mon¬ 
strous and I can’t quite 
believe they think this 
would be in keeping with the 
medieval castle,” he said. 

“The Hippodrome is a 
great example of an art deco 
styled building that fits in 
place with the buildings like 
the Station Hotel nearby.” 

He added: “ It won’t stop 
us. If anything, we want to 
show that we won’t go away 
and that we will keep fight¬ 
ing. “They’ve not given per¬ 
mission to demolish it yet.” 
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Decision due

ELDERLY residents will 
learn the fate of a care home 
in Dudley which has been 
threatened with closure by 
the end of the summer, 
bosses have said. 

Campaigners have fought 
for the past two years to 
keep open New Bradley Hall 
care home, Kingswinford. 

More than 5,000 people 
signed a petition and leading 
action group members Mac 
Scott and Phil Vanes have 
held talks with new Dudley 
adult social care boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Dave Branwood. 

A review into all adult 
social care is taking place. 


Ex-mayor quits Tory post after downloading porn

A COUNCILLOR who has stepped 
down from his role with Dudley’s 
shadow cabinet after admitting using 
his council computer to download 
pornography has apologised for 
‘breaching’ the trust of his constituents 
and colleagues. 

Councillor Ray Burston, who is a 
former Mayor of Dudley, quit his post as 
Conservative spokesman for the envi¬ 
ronment at a meeting at Dudley Council 
on Monday night. He will continue to 
serve as a councillor in the Hayley 
Green and Cradley South ward. 

Dudley’s Conservative group leader, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, said Council¬ 


lor Burston retains the support of his 
colleagues and could have remained in 
his post. 

In his statement read to the council 
chamber, Councillor Burston, said: 
“Whilst the images that have been 
downloaded are not of an illegal nature, 
such access, even so, constitutes a clear 
breach of the council’s protocols gov¬ 
erning the use of its IT equipment. 

“Furthermore - and for me a matter 
of no lesser import - this access repre¬ 
sents a breach of personal, political and 
religious beliefs that I hold dear and by 
which I have endeavoured to live my 
life. “As such, it is for me a matter of per¬ 


sonal honour that I have also breached 
a trust that has been placed in me by the 
people of Hayley Green and Cradley 
South ward, who it is my privilege to 
represent. Therefore, I can only pro¬ 
foundly apologise to both them and to 
my council colleagues for my acts and 
omissions in the matter.” 

Conservative group leader Councillor 
Harley said Councillor Burston, who 
first served on Dudley Council from 
1988 to 1996 and was re-elected in 2000, 
had his full support. 

“Ray has voluntarily, with no pres¬ 
sure from myself or my deputy or his 
association, stepped down from the 


shadow cabinet,” he said. “He was 
offered our full support and could have 
continued in that role. 

“He feels it’s the right decision and I 
have to respect and support him for the 
manner in which he has dealt with it.” 

Councillor Harley added he did not 
feel the matter should be dealt with by 
the council’s standards committee as 
any punishments would be ‘inferior’ to 
Councillor Burston’s self-imposed res¬ 
ignation. 

Council leader Councillor David 
Sparks said no further action could be 
taken, as Councillor Burston’s actions 
had not broken the law. 


TIME FOR ACTION 
AT RUSSEUS HALL

RELATIVES of patients who 
died at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal are disappointed that the 
high level review into how it 
is run has not resulted in the 
ousting of its bossess. 

A shortage of qualified nurse staff 
awas among the areas of concern in the 
report by NHS medical director Profes¬ 
sor Sir Bruce Keogh. 

Resuscitation equipment was left 
unchecked, pressure mattresses for people 
with ulcers undelivered and staff shortages 
on some of the main wards 

Russells Hall was one of 14 around the 
country found to have higher than expected 
death rates, although it has avoided being 
one of 11 to be put into special measures. 

NHS bosses have demanded improve¬ 
ments at the Dudley Group of Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust. And the borough’s 
MPs have also called for action. 

Ian Austin, the Dudley North Labour MR 
said although the hospital had not been put 
into special measures, the review showed 
there were still problems. Tory Dudley 
South MP Chris Kelly said there needed to 
be decisive action to sort problems. 

James Morris, Tory MP for Halesowen & 
Rowley Regis, said: “I am pleased that the 
review concluded that things have got better 
at Russells Hall and that the hospital is

capable of continuing to get better, but I am 
also glad that it identified areas that need to 
be improved if the hospital is to provide the 
best possible quality of treatment.” 

Fellow Tory MP Margot James, who rep¬ 
resents Stourbridge, said she would will¬ 
ingly have surgery at Russells Hall. 

Mr Austin hit out at the leaking of figures 
in advance of publication of the report, 
which hinted tit would say more than 1,200 
patients died needlessly at the hospital in 
the seven years leading up to 2012. When it 
was published, the report did not detail the 
total number of ‘excess’ deaths at any of the 
14 hospitals. “The report shows there have 
been big problems since 2010 under the 


current government,” Mr Austin said. “It 
found that the hospital’s A&E department 
had been subject to ‘consistently high activ¬ 
ity levels in recent months’ and had ‘chal¬ 
lenges with meeting A&E waiting time 
targets’. It also found ‘inadequate qualified 
nurse staffing levels’ on some wards, includ¬ 
ing two of the hospital’s largest, that would 
have to be reviewed.” 

Mr Kelly said: “Only with complete trans¬ 
parency and honesty about problems, fol¬ 
lowed by decisiveness in sorting them out, 
can we restore trust in our NHS in Dudley 
and across the country.” 

Miss James said: “Overall, that hospital 
has improved - and I’d willingly submit to 


any surgery I needed at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. I understand that things have gone 
terribly badly wrong for some families, and 
that’s quite inexcusable, but you have to 
remember that the hospital has one million 
contacts with patients a year.” 

The Keogh review found: 

• Resuscitation equipment in paediatrics 
not checked over a bank holiday weekend 

• Controlled drug checks not taking place 
as required 

• A ‘vital’ emergency drug missing in the 
resuscitation area of A&E 

• ‘Unacceptable’ delays of 24 hours to de¬ 
liver pressure mattresses, leaving patients 
with ulcers on ‘inappropriate beds/trolleys’ 

• Nursing staff needing to bid for charity 
funds for ‘basic’ equipment such as mat¬ 
tresses and chairs 

• Staffing levels and skills not consis¬ 
tently in line with national standards 

• Concerns from a staff member that Do 
Not Attempt Resuscitation (DNAR) proce¬ 
dures were being ‘inconsistently followed’ 

One of biggest areas of concern high¬ 
lighted was ‘inadequate qualified nurse 
staffing levels’ on some wards. 

Inspectors found nursing staffing prob¬ 
lems on two large wards and called for this 
to be urgently reviewed by managers. 

The report also found a shortfall in the 
trust’s ability to learn from serious inci¬ 
dents and complaints made by patients. It 
did say the trust was improving and there 
were a number of areas of ‘good practice’. 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark wel¬ 
comed the review. “The review team did not 
find any areas of major concern that war¬ 
ranted further escalation,” she said.

Police have 
fears over 
home for 
children 

A DERELICT pub in Quarry 
Bank will be transformed 
into a care home for children 
with learning disabilities - 
but police could stand in its 
way after raising safety con¬ 
cerns. 

The Birch Coppice has 
been targeted by vandals 
and its car park used as a 
rat-run since it closed in 
2010. 

New owners CareTech 
Community Services have 
unveiled plans to convert it 
into a home for six children. 

Earlier proposals for a 
three-bed care home and 
three ‘independent living 
units’ have been scrapped. 

But West Midlands Police 
has raised fears for the 
safety of the children after 
revealing there were 41 
crimes in the street in less 
than a year. Many were anti¬ 
social behaviour incidents. 

Crime prevention design 
advisor Angela Hodgett 
said: “Between July 1 2012 
and June 30, 41 incidents 
were recorded for Birch 
Coppice including several 
incidents of antisocial 
behaviour, theft of vehicles 
and damage to vehicles and 
neighbour disputes. 

“Experience shows that 
vulnerable people can be the 
target of anti-social behav¬ 
iour. This is more likely in an 
area where there has 
already been incidents of 
anti-social behaviour.” 

Planning agents CGP 
Partnership have submitted 
the application. 

Man stabbed 
during row 

A MAN was stabbed in the 
back a daylight attack in a 
quiet Stourbridge street. 

The victim, who is in his 
40s, was taken to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Birm¬ 
ingham, after the assault in 
Crabbe Street, Lye. Resi¬ 
dents spoke of hearing an 
argument between two men 
outside a house near the 
junction with Cross Walks 
just before 9am Sunday. 

The attacker is believed to 
have fled the scene. The 
man’s injuries were not 
thought to be life-threaten¬ 
ing. Witnesses should call 
police on 101.

New lease of life plan 
for pub forced to shut 


A LANDMARK Quarry Bank 
pub is to be refurbished and 
extended under plans, after 
standing empty for more 
than two years,. 

Plans to revamp the Thorns 
pub, including an extension to 
create a new kitchen area, have 
been submitted to Dudley 
Council by Birmingham firm BS 
Enterprises. 

The pub, in Thorns Road, was 
once one of the best-known in the 
Black Country for its mural of rock 
stars outside the building and gar¬ 
nering a series of awards for its 
carvery. 

But the pub closed more than two 
years ago and has remained disused 
since despite frequent announce¬ 
ments the site was to be refurbished 
and reopened. It has been branded 
an eyesore by residents. 

Under the new plans, the exten¬ 
sion would also house a store, 
washing area, toilets and extra 
seating for customers. 

There would also be a timber¬ 
decked children’s play area to the 
rear and a seating area to the front of 
the building. 

Covered 

Trees and shrubs would be 
planted between the play area and 
rear of the site and all existing plants 
at the site would be retained. 

A covered yard would be demol¬ 
ished to make way for the new exten¬ 
sion if the scheme is approved by the 
development control committee. 

Lye councillor Tremain Herbert 
said it would be a major boost to the 
area to have the pub refurbished. “It 
has been empty for a couple of years 
and has fallen into a dilapidated con¬ 
dition,” she said. 

“It is real shame because the pub 
used to do so well. 

“I know it was well used by the 
people of Lye and Quarry Bank. 

“There are so many pubs standing 
empty in the borough; it is excellent 
to hear this one could be getting a 
new lease of life.” 

The site has been empty since 
January 2011 when former owners 
Marston’s Brewery reclaimed the 
pub from previous licensee Paul 
Skitt.

IT’S a thought which does not cross 
our minds - but for overweight 
Charlotte Tibbetts, it was suddenly 
her greatest fear.

“It was shortly after my first 
wedding anniversary, I should have 
been so happy but I’d hit an all-time 
low,” she said. 

“I couldn’t look in the mirror 
without crying and I felt uncomfort¬ 
able leaving the house, withdrawing 
from my social life and falling into a 
deep depression. 

“Shaun had been talking about 
going to Egypt for our second 
anniversary and all I could think 
about was that photo of me on a 
camel in Tunisia. Plus, when you’re 


worried you’re too big to fit into an 
aeroplane seat, you know you have 
to do something about your weight. ” 

Taking on a new eating plan, she 
began eating filling foods like pasta, 
rice, potatoes and lean meat and 
fish. She said: “I can’t believe I did it, 
but I did, and anyone else can - it has 
changed my life for the better.” 

Charlotte, who runs Charlotte’s 
Coaching and Counselling, in New 
Pool Road, Cradley Heath, now 
helps others.

A PROLIFIC criminal who 
burgled the house of a 
woman on her 50th birthday 
after spotting it was unoccu¬ 
pied while travelling past on 
a bus has been jailed. 

Lee Scandrett returned 
and smashed glass in the 
front door after getting off 
the double decker at the next 
stop, a judge heard. 

The 33-year-old with 40 
convictions escaped with 
jewellery from the house in 
Thorne Road, Rowley Regis, 
while the woman occupant 
was shopping on May 16, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

A passer-by saw the front 
door was open and called 
police who were at the scene 
when the owner returned . 

DNA profiling linked 
blood stains found at the 
scene to Scandrett who cut 
his hand during the break- 
in, Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said revealed. 

He said the burglar had 
struck on the 50th birthday 
of the householder. 

The victim said in a state¬ 
ment the jewellery, which 
has not been recovered, was 
irreplaceable because of its 
sentimental value. 

She now suffers anxiety 
attacks and no longer feels 
safe in the house. 

Mr Paul Hiatt, defending, 
said Scandrett was homeless 
after serving a 30-month jail 
term for burglary and was 
desperate to pay off drug 
dealers who were threaten¬ 
ing him over an unpaid debt. 

The lawyer continued: 
“He was on the bus when he 
noticed a house that looked 
as if nobody was in and 
decided to break in.” 

Scandrett, previously of 
Oxhill Road, Handsworth, 
admitted burglary and was 
sent jailed for 32 months.

Speeding 

TWO brothers have been banned from 
driving after both were caught speeding 
along the same road in Halesowen less than 
two months apart. 

Gurmit and Harpal Bhandal were each 
stopped by police driving on Manor Way - a 
dual carriageway with a 40mph limit 
leading from the M5 to the town. 

Gurmit, aged 34, was clocked driving a 
Mercedes at 82mph along the road at 
2.30pm on April 7. Harpal, 29, was spotted 
driving a BMW at 74mph at 8pm on June 2. 

The brothers, who both live in Broms- 
grove Road, Hunnington, pleaded guilty to 


speeding at two separate hearings at Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Harpal, who appeared at the court last 
week, also admitted not wearing a seat belt. 

Both the brothers pleaded with the mag¬ 
istrates to spare them a long driving ban. 
They claimed a lengthy ban could impact 
their jobs and mortgage. 

Gurmit, who already had six penalty 
points on his licence, is a manager at 
Thompson Motor Bodies, Wednesbury. 

Mr Sukhdip Randhawa, defending 
Gurmit at a hearing at the court on July 1, 
said: “If he loses his licence for a long period, 


his job is at risk. His job is not office-based 
and he needs his vehicle.” 

Harpal, who had three penalty points on 
his licence, works at a pharmacy in Moxley, 
but has plans to set up his own business in 
Stoke. 

Rest 

Mr Randhawa, defending Harpal last 
week, said: “He needs his vehicle for his 
work. He is sorry for what happened. 

“He had been in London for the weekend 
and felt unwell. 

“He had work the next day and was trying 
to get home so he could have some rest.” Mrs 


Clare Davis, prosecuting Harpal, said when 
he was arrested, he told Sergeant Martin 
Hall ‘there is no excuse, I am sorry”. 

Magistrates banned Gurmit from driving 
for two months and fined him £300. 

He must also pay £60 costs and £30 victim 
surcharge. 

Harpal received a 14-day driving ban and 
a £700 fine. He must also pay £80 court costs 
and £60 victim surcharge. 

Police have recently stepped up their 
speed checks along Manor Way following 
complaints about motorists by nearby resi¬ 
dent and businesses. 


Keogh review should have 
gone further, say relatives 


RELATIVES whose loved ones 
have died at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal said the Keogh did not go far 
enough. 

Harold Nock, whose 35-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Wendy, died at the hospital in September 
2009, said: “I am disappointed the review 
has not taken things further and that the 
management will remain in place. 

“The trust should have been put into 
special measures in my opinion.” 

Elaine Weston, who has been seeking 
answers from the trust since her 28-year-old 
daughter, Kelly, died there in 2009, agreed. 

“I would have preferred for the hospital to 
be put into special measures so that the 
current management team could have been 
removed,” said Mrs Weston, aged 54, of 
Swan Street, Pensnett. 

Mr Nock, aged 65, of Birmingham New 
Road, Dudley, Mrs Weston and Mike 
Weston, whose 85-year-old mother, Flo¬ 
rence - known to friends by her middle 
name Betty - died at Russells Hall in 2009, 
say criticisms rang bells with them. 

Poor communication was an issue high¬ 
lighted in the report - and all three relatives 
said that had been part of the problem. 

Chance 

Young mother Kelly Weston had been ill 
for two years, suffering recurring mouth 
and stomach ulcers, and was admitted to the 
hospital on October 28 2009 after struggling 
to breathe. She lost nearly a stone in weight 
over four days and died on November 4 from 
septicaemia caused by pneumonia and 
aggravated by the ulcers. Her mother said 
throughout her treatment neither she nor 
her daughter had been listened to and, 
despite repeated requests, there had been 
no answers for the rapid weight loss. 

Mrs Weston said she did not believe the 
findings went far enough and, if the hospital 
had been put into special measures, it would 
have given it ‘a better chance to be built up 
again’. “I am disappointed,” she said. 

She said she was not surprised poor com¬ 
munication was one of the issues which had 
been highlighted. She added that, while 
there would be changes in the short-term, 
she did not believe the review and its recom¬ 
mendations would have a lasting impact. 

Mr Nock has been campaigning over the 
treatment leading up to the death of his 
daughter Wendy, who was diagnosed with 
spina bifida from birth and was confined to

a wheelchair. She started experiencing 
stomach pains and was taken to Russells 
Hall on September 22, 2009 and died from 
an intestinal obstruction nine days later. Mr 
Nock said she should have been given a CT 
scan but it had not taken place. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said at an inquest on Wendy that there had 
been ‘consistent failing among different 
departments and a number of different 
staff. Mr Nock said: “I would agree with the 
concerns about the lack of communication.” 

The findings about inadequate staffing 
levels, a lack of learning from serious inci¬ 
dents and a failure of the complaints process 
to respond adequately to patients’ needs 
struck a chord with Mike Weston, aged 68. 

His mother - described by him as a 
‘bubbly lady’ - was left without food and 


drink when her hip surgery was repeatedly 
cancelled and he claims she was told to wet 
her bed if she needed the toilet. She was 
then reduced to tears by staff for doing so. 

“The findings of the report are not from 
just today or yesterday - but about things 
that have been going on for years,” said Mr 
Weston, who lives in Devizes, Wiltshire. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said action 
had been taken to improve patient care, 
including investing £7.5 million in new 
workers in the past three years. That in¬ 
cluded 250 more front-line staff and £1.4m 
spent on nurses in the past two years, with 
a further 18 nurses to be employed this year. 

She said: “The trust has welcomed the 
review into the quality of care that we 
provide and we are pleased to report that we 


have not been placed in special measures 
and that Monitor, the independent regula¬ 
tor for foundations trusts, has confidence in 
me and my management team to deliver the 
review’s recommendations. The review 
team did not find any areas of major concern 
that warranted further escalation.” 

She added: “They were pleased with the 
fact that we have invested heavily in 
increasing the numbers of staff that we have 
got over the last few years. 

Dr David Hegarty, chairman of Dudley 
Clinical Commissioning Group, who was on 
the review team and has worked with the 
trust to draw up its action plan, said: “We 
have welcomed this review as an opportu¬ 
nity to give further reassurance around the 
quality and safety of services which we pur¬ 
chase for Dudley people.”

FORMER workers and 
friends of a trouble-hit engi¬ 
neering company facing 
closure over a £70,000 VAT 
debt are rallying behind the 
firm’s boss as he battles to 
keep it open. 

Cradley Heath firm Parry & Asso¬ 
ciates, which designed the rail cars 
used on the shuttle service between 
Stourbridge Junction and Town 
train stations, is appealing against a 
High Court decision to wind it up. 

Chairman John Parry, who was so 
annoyed when the ruling was 
announced last week he took his 
shirt off in protest in court, accusing 
his bank of taking everything from 
him, said he was desperately trying 
to save the firm and its 12 jobs . 

Tragedy 

Besides designing the Parry 
People Mover rail cars, the firm also 
invented a machine that makes con¬ 
crete without using electricity, 
which is helping construction proj¬ 
ects in developing countries . 

Former employee Steve Raggett, 
of Turls Hill Road, on the Sedgley 
border with Coseley, said: “What 
Parry & Associates is doing is so 
worthwhile - and for them to be in 
trouble is an absolute tragedy. 

“It makes me very angry that 
large banks get bailed out at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense but small to 
medium sized enterprises like Parry 
& Associates are allowed to sink. It’s 
an absolute scandal.” 

Mr Raggett, aged 61, who worked 
for the firm from 1988 to 2003 and 
now runs a boarding kennel, added:

“If it closed it would be a tragic 
waste of an invention that has made 
a big difference to some of the 
poorest parts of the world.” 

Ken and Maureen Williams, of 
Boundary Avenue, Rowley Regis, 
who are weekly users of the Parry 
People Mover to go Stourbridge to 
do their shopping, have also spoken 
out in favour of the company staying 
open. Mr Williams, a retired steel¬ 
worker, 71, said: “I’m not happy 
about the court ruling to wind up the 
company. We are big fans of the 
Parry People Mover, which is reli¬ 
able.” 

Mr Parry said while the company 


awaits an appeal hearing against the 
winding up order, he is negotiating 
with HSBC bank in a bid to reinstate 
a £54,000 overdraft for sister firm 
Parry People Movers, which was 
withdrawn after shareholders 
raised £70,000. The cash, ear¬ 
marked to pay off the VAT debt to 
bail out the firm, was soaked up 
when the overdraft was stopped. 

“I am trying to put together a 
rescue situation in case we do not 
win the appeal,” said Mr Parry. 

“If the winding up order remains, 
we will still keep going, although the 
team will be broken up, possibly into 
a different organisation. I am trying 


to make sure nobody is made redun¬ 
dant.” He added: “I am grateful for 
the support of shareholders, staff, 
former workers and friends.” 

Shareholder Margaret Macey, 
aged 59, of Halesowen, said: “John 
will fight to the bitter end. If anyone 
can save the company, he will.” 

An insolvency judge approved the 
winding up bid from HM Revenue 
and Customs at a High Court hear¬ 
ing. The case followed an earlier 
decision, which gave the firm until 
July 8 to pay off its VAT bill. 

The firm recently completed for¬ 
eign deals for up to £30,000 of mach¬ 
ines for the construction industry. 


Anger over 
driver who 
left death 
collision 

THE wife and son of a keen 
cyclist killed in a hit-and- 
run smash have spoken of 
their anger at the driver who 
fled the scene, leaving him 
lying dead in the road. 

Retired printer George 
Searle, aged 74, of Gornal, 
Dudley, who died at the 
scene of the collision in 
Stafford Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, was looking forward to 
the birth of his first grand¬ 
child in November. 

His wife of 43 years, 
Cynthia, aged 68, said: “We 
are very angry that someone 
could take the life of a much¬ 
loved husband and father 
and just leave him, not 
knowing if he was dead or 
alive. We believe he died 
instantly and wouldn’t have 
known anything about it.” 

The couple’s son, David, 
aged 33, and daughter-in- 
law, Alison, 32, of Coseley, 
are expecting their first 
child and are pleased they 
had been able to tell Mr 
Searle that his first grand¬ 
child will be a girl. 

Darlaston-born Mr 
Searle, who later lived with 
his wife in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich, had cycled all his 
life and, on Thursday, he set 
off on one of his regular rides 
at about 9.15am. 

David said: “He was the 
best dad you could ever wish 
for - and an old-fashioned 
gentleman.” 

Two men have been 
arrested and bailed in con¬ 
nection with the death of the 
former Hill Top Cycling 
Club member.

A routine check set into 
motion a project to save a 
unique set, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 


IT has taken almost four years 
of hard work, but parishioners 
in Lye can celebrate a towering 
achievement after the unique 
set of bells at their church were 
restored to their former glory. 

The bells first summoned worshippers 
to Christ Church in High Street almost 
130 years ago, but they have rarely been 
used in recent times due to their poor 
state of repair. 

But now, in the year the church cele¬ 
brates its bicentennial, the peal of eight 
bells can once again be heard ringing out 
across Lye. 

The project started in June 2009 when 
a committee was set up to look at the pos¬ 
sibility of restoring the bells to full 
working order and improving the condi¬ 
tion of the tower in which they are 
housed. 

Consisting of six church members and 
two conscripts from the Worcestershire & 
District Change Ringing Association 
(W&DCRA), the committee launched a 
campaign in early in 2010 which raised 
more than £30,000. 

Danger 

Chairman Bob Field, aged 76, 
explained: “For some years the local 
ringing association had been saying work 
was needed on the bells to restore them 
for operational use. Then, during a 
routine inspection of the belfry, the 
church architect noticed the steel frame 
supporting the bells was badly corroded. 

“There was a real danger that the 
entire tower was becoming unsafe.” 

The committee set about raising the 
funds to complete the work, and secured 
grants totalling £13,000 from the 
W&DCRA, the Garfield Weston Trust 
and the Landfill Communities Fund. 


A further £18,000 was raised locally 
through donations and a range of events 
including skittle evenings and quiz 
nights. The work, which included fitting 
new clappers, headstocks and wheels to 
suit the size of the bells, was carried out 
by specialist bell hangers Matthew 
Higby of Bath. 

David Chiswell, 65, a member of the 
W&DCRA’s belfry advisory panel, has 
been a driving force behind the project 
having completed a similar restoration 
at St Giles, Rowley Regis. 

He said: “This type of restoration 
does not come cheap, and the bulk of the 
money we raised was spent on getting 
the bells in a state to be rung.” 

Mr Field added: “We were able to save 
quite a lot of money by doing jobs our¬ 
selves that did not require the expertise 
of a bell hanger. 

“Although David has more than 50 


years experience as a bell ringer, his con¬ 
struction skills certainly came in handy 
when replacing the floor joists and the 
ceiling!” 

The bells, which were cast in 1883 at 
the Van Aerschodt foundry in Leuven, 
Belgium, were installed in 1885. 

Each bell has a Christian virtue 
inscribed on its waist: Joy/Peace (which 
features on two bells), Patience, 
Wisdom, Love, Truth, Hope and Faith. 

The first account of the bells being 
rung was given in the County Express 
dated November 28,1885, which states: 
“The bells were rung before and after 
the service on Thursday evening by the 
Brierley Hill ringers . . . They experi¬ 
enced some difficulty at first, but soon 
got into the swing.” 

Mr Field says the bells are highly 
unusual in terms of change ringing - the 
practice of ringing a set of tuned bells in 


a series of mathematical patterns that 
first became popular in the 17th century. 

“They are unique,” he says. “There is 
no other set of Belgian bells in the 
country used for change ringing, and 
maybe not anywhere in the world.” 

Mr Chiswell adds: “The bells are 
amongst the lightest in the world as far 
as church or tower bells are concerned. 

“They are of great historical value and 
should be cherished and preserved.” 

The final stage of the project was com- 
leted in June when students from 
andwell College redecorated the inte¬ 
rior of the ringing chamber. 

Mike Barnbrook, head of construction 
at the college and a parishioner at Christ 
Church, said: “It is fantastic experience 
for our students to be involved in this 
project. “I have been in the trade for 30 
years and I can’t remember ever paint¬ 
ing anything like this.” 

For Mr Field, the restoration of the 
bells was something of a labour of love. 

Practise 

“The main reason I got involved is 
because I am keen to preserve the histor¬ 
ical past,” he says. 

“In recent years we have lost the altar, 
the pulpit and fonts from the church, so 
I was determined not to see the bells 
going the same way.” 

The bells were officially rededicated at 
a service in January, and the church is 
planning a celebratory peal in Septem¬ 
ber featuring bell ringers from the Stour¬ 
bridge area. 

The Rev Simon Falshaw, 52, says he 
would like the church to have its own 
team of bell ringers. “It’s not a simple 
pastime and it takes a lot of practise, but 
I would love for us to be able to build up 
a local team,” he says 

“I am very grateful for the hard work 
put in by everyone involved and I must 
say the project has been a great success. 

“The bells are such a loud musical 
instrument with a really unique sound, 
and I think the people of the town like 
the fact that we have them at the church. 

“Lye is known for its balti houses, but 
now we’ve got bells as well.”

A CONVENIENCE shop in 
Cradley has been damaged 
and thousands of pounds of 
stock destroyed after a fire 
broke out forcing residents to 
flee from an upstairs flat. 

Dozens of bottles of alcohol and 
scores of cigarettes went up in flames 
in the blaze at Safebury’s in Colley 
Lane during the early hours of 
Monday. 

The fire is believed to have been 
sparked by a fault in electrical wires 
running between the the shop and an 
empty flat above. 

Five people in a neighbouring flat 
got out of the building before the fire 
took hold after a passerby raised the 
alarm at around 2.40am. 

Fire crews spent more than three 
hours at the scene extinguishing the 
blaze and damping down. 

Melted 

More than £5,000 of alcohol and cig¬ 
arettes which were on shelves behind 
the counter in the shop were 
destroyed, while thousands of pounds 
of other stock such as groceries and 
greetings cards suffered smoke and 
fire damage. 

The intense heat melted the CCTV 
system and air conditioning unit . 
Despite the damage, shop worker 
Afrab Raja opened the store a few 
hours later to sell newspapers. 

But he said it could be some time 
before the business was back up and 
running as normal. 

He said: “We will have to wait for the 
insurance company but there is a lot of 
work to be done. 

“It was a shock when I walked in and 
saw what had happened. 

“I couldn’t believe the damage it had 
caused. The smell of the smoke was 
very strong. The till, lottery machine 


and CCTV system have been ruined. 
The most damage was behind the till 
where all the more expensive stock is, 
like the cigarettes and alcohol. 

“The rest of the stock in the shop has 
been damaged by the smoke so can not 
be sold now. It’s going to cost a lot of 


money to replace it all and repair the 
damage. 

“We wanted to open the shop anyway 
because in these times, we can’t afford 
not too. 

“People in the community have been 
very supportive.”

THEY are a team dubbed the ‘Miracle 
Makers’ after saving the lives of men 
who arrived at their doctor’s surgery 
for a routine check up. 

Now the patients have thanked 
medical staff with a celebratory party 
for giving them a new lease of life and 
hope for the future. 

All the patients have survived after 
coming through a region-wide screen¬ 
ing programme run from Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

More than 4,000 men over the age of 
65 have been screened since the Black 
Country AAA screening programme 
was launched last year. 

The screening scans for any trace of 
an abdominal aortic aneurysm (AAA) 
which is a potentially fatal condition 
where a main blood vessel from the 


heart swells, leaving it at risk of 
rupture. In total 53 aneurysms were 
detected in the past few months, 
prompting urgent action, including 
life-saving surgery. 

Among those treated was Royal 
Mail sorting office worker Tom 
Walker, aged 65, who received a 
routine check up letter to his Wednes- 
field home last year. He said he was 
ready to throw it away but his wife Sue 
persuaded him to go for a sceening. 

Within days it was discovered that 
Mr Walker had an abdominal aortic 
aneurysm and was immediately 
referred to a consultant for treatment. 

Following surgery last August, Mr 
Walker says he has come to revise how 
thankful he was for the work of the 
staff. 


THOUSANDS of people in 
Dudley have signed up to the 
organ donor register since 
the start of a council cam¬ 
paign 12 months ago. 

The numbers shot up by six per cent 
to 62,143 from 58,842 - a rise of 3,301 
people, which is higher than the 
national increase. 

Dudley Council joined forces with 
NHS Blood and Transport to help 
boost numbers and was only the second 
local authority to sign up to an innova¬ 
tive partnership aimed at promoting 
the live-saving register. 

It comes as bosses marked National 
Transplant Week last week, which 
aimed to raise awareness. 

This year, the theme Pass It On will 
focus on encouraging residents not to 
just sign up to the NHS Organ Donor 
Register, but to crucially tell their 
loved ones about their wishes. 

Huge 

Cabinet member for health and well¬ 
being Councillor Stuart Turner said: “I 
am delighted the work we have been 
doing to promote the importance of 
signing up to the Organ Donor Regis¬ 
ter has had such a positive impact. 

“Signing up to the register really is a 
matter of life and death for some 
people. 

“This work really does make a huge 
difference to the families affected by 
transplants and I would urge people to 
find out more about getting involved.” 

Director of organ donation and 
transplantation for NHS Blood and 
Transplant Sally Johnson said: “We 
need a transformation in donor and 
family consent to organ donation 
because the UK’s family refusal rate 
remains one of the highest in Europe.”

How the Dudley Bug will 
look if plans are passed

IT’S a futuristic design which 
relates to prehistoric times - 
this is the new education and 
conference centre planned 
for Dudley Zoo which will be 
built in the shape of a fossil. 

The striking Trilobite - otherwise 
known as the Dudley Bug - is the build¬ 
ing earmarked for the site of Dudley 
Hippodrome should the controversial 
plans to demolish the theatre be 
approved at a meeting next month. 

These new artist’s impressions show 
how architectural features have been 
incorporated into the new centre, 
including sweeping curves which form 
a fossil shape. 

It will highlight Castle Hill’s unique 
history as part of a prehistoric seabed, 
and educate visitors on creatures such 
as the trilobite. 

It will incorporate a centre for 
zoology, geology and education and link 
to the limestone Stores Cavern 
beneath the zoo. Officials from the zoo

said the building will offer uninter¬ 
rupted views of 11th century Dudley 
Castle. 

They also want the centre to link to 
the zoo’s animals and conservation 
work and delve into the history of lime¬ 
stone and coal in the area linking the 
region’s industrial heritage. 

Major £10 million redevelopment 
plans are already under way for Castle 
Hill with a new visitor entrance for the 
zoo in the pipeline. 

This would transform the lower 
levels of the 40-acre site to link with 


the Black Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Canal Trust. It is part of wider 
plans to boost tourism in Dudley to 
bring in up to one million visitors a 
year. 

Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
said a European funding bid for the 
centre would be submitted next year. 

Subject to planning permission, Mr 
Suddock said he hoped work would get 
underway in 2015/16 and be integrated 
into the Castle Hill programme. 

“Trilobite will expand and improve 
our education facilities to meet the 
growing demands placed upon Dudley 
Zoo and support our new castle experi¬ 
ence which opens in October 2014,” he 
said. 

Dudley Council leader David Sparks 
welcomed the design and said he hoped 
it would provide an iconic addition to 
the region’s landscape. 

“The futuristic design of the build¬ 
ing is totally in keeping with the world 
famous Tecton buildings which are 
such a feature of the zoo,” he said. 

A public piazza would be created at

they had a scuffle in the 
Tesco Express store, in Moss 
Grove, Kingswinford, on 
July 4. 

They became embroiled in 
a violent struggle after the 
officer approached the thief 
and tried to pin the man 
down, with shoppers coming 
to his aid. 

Pc Morgan had popped 
into the store and spotted 
Palmer stashing cans of 
deodorant into his coat. 

Resist 

He approached the thief 
and declared he was a police 
officer. 

But a struggle ensued 
during which a glass jar of 
pasta sauce was thrown at 
the officer. 

As he continued to resist 
arrest Pc Morgan said he 
was bitten on both arms. 

However, two members of 
the public intervened and 
helped to bring him under 
control until officers 
arrived. Police said when he 


was brought into custody 
and searched and a small 
amount of suspected drugs 
were found on his person. 

Palmer, aged 32, of Bush- 
bury Lane, Bushbury, 
Wolverhampton, pleaded 
guilty to assaulting Pc 
Morgan. 

He also admitted four 
charges of theft from a shop, 
possession of a class B drug, 
Subutex, and criminal 
damage after ripping the 
policeman’s t-shirt. 

Palmer was given five 
weeks concurrent jail terms 
for each of the theft charges 
and the drugs charge. 

He was sentenced to 18 
weeks to run consecutively 
for assaulting Pc Morgan. 

There was no separate 
sentence for the criminal 
damage. 

After the hearing Pc 
Morgan, who suffered minor 
scratches and grazes, 
thanked the public for 
coming to his aid.

David's new series 
hits all the right notes 


avid Starkey is not the kind of 
man you want to cross. 

To say he doesn’t suffer fools 
gladly is to put it mildly - if he doesn’t 
agree with something you say or do, 
he will pull no punches in telling you 
about it. 

His refusal to compromise has, 
however, made him an unlikely small- 
screen star. He’s now one of the most 
respected historians around - which is 
why, perhaps, those who love the 
subject can’t wait for his take on music 
and monarchy, his first solo series for 
the BBC. 

“Making this series has been a 
delight, it has forced me to see 
historical problems, familiar to me as a 
political historian, in a quite 
unexpected light,” says Starkey. “It has 
also been an anecdotal pleasure: 
music speaks to monarchs and elicits 
some surprising replies! 

“I have been privileged to hear 
some of the finest music in the canon, 
sung and played by some of the best 
performers. It is a royal pageant in 
music, and, thanks to the magic of 
television, one we can all now take 
part in.” _ 


Although Starkey didn’t become a 
prominent figure until relatively 
recently, he began his TV career many 
moons ago when a former pupil of his 
(he began his career as a university 
lecturer) invited him to appear on 
Behave Yourself, a programme hosted 
by the much-missed Russell Harty. 

“It was a cross between Big Brother 
and Coronation Street - reality TV 30 
years before it happened... It had a 
panel of experts, and I was the 
historian,” explains Starkey. 

He says his shows are so popular 
because he tries “to tell the kind of 
history that uses many of the 
techniques of popular entertainment’,’ 
for which he readily admits he’s been 
criticised. 

Nevertheless, it seems to strike a 
chord (pun entirely intended) with 
viewers. 

Now he’s mixing his favourite 
subject with music. The episode 
takes in kings who were also 
composers, such as Henry V and 
Henry VIII, and the role of the military 
and monarchs’ religious ambitions in 
making British music the envy of 
Europe, as well as the great debt 


British music still owes to Queen 
Elizabeth I. 

Starkey also travels through time to 
demonstrate the extent to which the 
influence of past monarchs is still 
ingrained in British music today. 

The world-famous choir at King’s 
College, Cambridge, Eton College 
choir and early music ensemble 
Alamire showcase their talents via 
performances of music by Thomas 
Tallis, William Byrd, John Dunstable 
and John Dowland. 

But arguably the most impressive 
moment comes during a visit to the 
Chapel Royal at Hampton Court 
Palace; even the usually unflappable 
Starkey is impressed with Eton 
College’s choristers when they sing to 
him from the same hand-illuminated 
choir-book used by their 16th-century 
predecessors. 

As ever, Starkey is on fine form, 
bringing the subject matter vividly to 
life - he may even turn a few viewers 
on to the joys of Tudor-era music in 
the process. 

But then, you would expect nothing 
less - he is, after all, the king of TV 
historians, and long may he reign.

Kia's most powerful model yet 


By Ian Donaldson 


IT’S called managing expecta¬ 
tion; being told before you 
drive a new car that it’s not as 
fast and furious as you might 
expect. And it wasn’t. 

Instead Kia, with its most powerful 
model to date, has produced a hand¬ 
some, sporty looking coupe that’s quick 
enough for most people and sufficiently 
civilised not to become a bore as you 
drive deep into its seven-year warranty. 

Kia doesn’t expect to sell shedloads of 
these two-door Procee’d GTs, and not 
all that many even when the more prac¬ 
tical GT four-door hatch arrives early 
next year. 

But with prices starting at a fiver less 
than £20,000 for a well equipped ‘basic’ 
version of the coupe, it’s sure to attract 
enough attention to make dealers 
happy. Most owners are going to be 
happy too with a car that’s effortlessly 
pleasing to drive, if not the tearaway 
terror that you can buy for a lot more 


money from the likes of Ford and Volk¬ 
swagen (think Focus ST and Golf GTI 
respectively). 

Kia has taken the worldwide warm 
hatch template for the new GT. That 
means a turbo to boost engine power, 
bigger brakes and firmed suspension 
and a body made a bit more aggressive 
to behold. 

Turbo 

Inside, there’s a set of sporty seats 
from Recaro, a sure sign the company 
takes its car seriously, and a lovely, read¬ 
able dash display that springs from con¬ 
ventional speedo to digital readout with 
turbo and torque displays at the press of 
a steering wheel button. 

Add in air-con and big alloy wheels 
and the GT looks great value for money. 
Pay a bit more (£22,495) and you add 
climate control, satnav, heated seats 
and steering wheel, along with xenon 
headlights and auto wipers. 

An even better equipped launch 
special edition (£23,995) is restricted to 
50 sales in the UK and piles on a sunroof 
and red ambient lighting inside and 
your own numbered car plaque in the 


cabin. This one comes in white only; the 
others add black and red to the palette. 

For the present, though, let’s concen¬ 
trate on the more instantly appreciated 
side of the car. It’s a practical beast; once 
past those big doors you’ll find plenty of 
room in the rear for a couple of adults. 

The boot looks huge and there’s a sen¬ 
sible net to keep the groceries sec-ure. It 
rides nicely and there’s enough preci¬ 
sion in gear change and brake pedal to 
impress a press-on driver. 

The GT is built in Slovakia and feels 
thoroughly European. It would slot in 
alongside a Golf GTI, say, in the Silver- 
stone car park and not look the least a 
poor relation. 

It’s another example of the astonish¬ 
ing journey Kia has taken from its 
native South Korea in just a few short 
years. A decade ago a car like the 
Procee’d GT would have seemed 
unthinkable from a company producing 
dull cars that sold on price alone. 

Today, this latest Kia shows just why 
so many competitor companies around 
the world are upping their game in a 
relentless display of catch up, or die.

“The really pleasing thing 
is that Youssouf should now 
be coming into his best years 
as a footballer and will hope¬ 
fully spend them here.”

switch six months later.
